We have been unfortunate this year in that we have been obliged 
to make so many changes in our teachers. Those engaged for the 
fall term, although Normal graduates, were lacking in experience, 
but for the other two terms we were able to secure the services of 
excellent experienced teachers, so that we feel that the children have 
really made good progress. The question of transportation for the 
children in the outside districts was one that caused a good deal of 
discussion at the beginning of the school year. Ata meeting of the 
school board, together with the selectmen, it was decided to allow 
$30.00 per year, or $10.00 per term to each of the outside districts for 
that purpose. We realize that this is not enough to pay anyone, not 
interested, for carrying children each day of the week, but it would 
help the parents who were obliged to carry their own children. With 
the limited amount allowed to be spent for this purpose we cannot 
‘ do much without the cooperation of the parents.
